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Introduction 


Background The Westem Canadian Protocol Common Curriculum Framework for Social Studies (hereafter referred to as the Framework) is the result 
of the Western Canadian Protocol for Collaboration in Basic Education, an agreement signed December 10, 1993 by the Ministers of 
Education of Alberta, British Columbia, Manitoba, Saskatchewan, the Northwest Territories, and the Yukon Territory. On March 10, 2000, 
this agreement was amended to include Nunavut. 


The development of the Framework began with an extensive consideration of current social studies literature and research, including 
Aboriginal, anglophone, and francophone sources.’ Based upon these literature reviews and upon subsequent consultations with 
educational stakeholders, the participating jurisdictions collaborated in developing a Foundation Document for the Development of the 
Common Curnculum Framework for Social Studies Kindergarten to Grade 12. The Foundation Document articulates a vision for social 
studies education in western and northern Canada, and clarifies the underlying principles intended to guide the Framework. 


Purpose The Framework is primarily intended as a guide for curriculum developers and departments of education in western and northern 
Canada. It provides a common basis to support the development of jurisdictional curricula or programs of study, as well as to facilitate 
the development of social studies learning resources. As intended by the Western Canadian Protocol agreement, each jurisdiction will 
decide how and when it will use the Framework to accommodate its provincial or territorial needs. This document is available in both 
English and French, with an adapted version for French Immersion. The Framework consists of general learning outcomes for 
Kindergarten to Grade 12, as well as Kindergarten to Grade 9 specific learning outcomes by grade, intended for all students. A number of 
the specific learning outcomes are designed as distinctive outcomes for Aboriginal (First Nations, Inuit, and Métis) students and 
francophone students in particular settings.”

? Distinctive outcomes are designed to further enhance the development of language, identity, culture, and community within social studies programs. Distinctive 
francophone outcomes are intended for students enrolled in francophone schools or programs within the context of Section 23 of the Charter of Rights and Freedoms. 
Distinctive Aboriginal outcomes are intended for First Nations, Inuit, and Métis students in educational settings that include the following: 

-  locally-controlled First Nations schools; 


-  Aboriginal-controlled schools in off-reserve or urban settings; 


- provincial and territorial schools where the majority population is Aboriginal, and where the school or school division/district, and parents or their representatives have 
agreed that the distinctive outcomes be taught:

The vision statement in the Foundation Document reads as follows: 
“The Common Curriculum Framework for Social Studies K-12 will meet the needs and reflect the nature of the 21" century learner and will have the concepts of 
Canadian citizenship and identity at its heart. It will be reflective of the diverse cultural perspectives, including Aboriginal and Francophone, that contribute to Canada’s 


evolving realities. The Framework will ultimately contribute to a Canadian spirit — a spirit that will be fundamental in creating a sense of belonging for each one of our 
students as he or she engages in active and responsible citizenship locally, nationally, and globally.” 
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Role of Social Studies 


The role of social studies is to help students develop the knowledge and understanding, skills and processes, and values and attitudes necessary to become active 
and responsible citizens, engaged in the practice of democratic ideals, and aware of their capacity to effect change. : 


In order to become active and responsible citizens, students need to: 


understand their rights and responsibilities in order to participate fully in society; 

demonstrate a critical understanding of the role of social, political, economic, and legal institutions as they relate to individual and collective well-being; 
understand and appreciate the unique nature of Canada, its land, history, complexities, and current issues; 

understand and honour the traditions, concepts, and symbols that are the expression of Canadian identity; 

thrive in their evolving cultural and Canadian identities with a legitimate sense of belonging to their communities, Canada, and the world; 


appreciate and respect diverse Canadian cultural perspectives, including Aboriginal and francophone, and understand how these perspectives have shaped Canada’s 
political and cultural realities; 


value the diversity, respect the dignity, and support the equality of all human beings; 

develop a sense of social compassion, fairness, and justice; 

recognize, speak out, and take action against injustice as it occurs in their schools, communities, Canada, and the world; 

understand Canadian and world history, so as to better comprehend the present and to influence the future wisely for the well-being of all: 
critically consider and understand historic and contemporary issues, including controversial issues and values, from diverse perspectives; 
develop a global consciousness with respect to the human condition and world issues; 

understand how political and economic distributions of power affect individuals, communities, and nations; 

understand geographic concepts and skills and that humans exist in a dynamic relationship with the natural environment; 

develop a consciousness for the limits of nature and a sense of stewardship for the land, as well as an understanding of the principles of sustainability; 
engage in problem-solving and conflict resolution with an awareness of the ethical consequences of decision-making; 

engage in active inquiry and critical and creative thinking; 

conduct research ethically using diverse methods and sources, and organize, interpret, present their findings, and defend their opinions; 
use and manage information and communication technologies critically; 

develop effective communication skills; 

develop collaborative and cooperative skills.

“Social studies enables students to: 
e develop the knowledge, skills, and attitudes necessary to become active and responsible citizens, engaged in the practice of democratic ideals, and aware of their capacity to effect change”. 
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Social Studies Learning 


Social studies learning involves the development and application of knowledge and understanding, skills and processes, and values and 
attitudes. The development of a strong and meaningful knowledge base, the application of skills for inquiry and forward thinking, and the 


acquisition of values and attitudes for active and responsible citizenship are all equally important and interdependent facets of learning in 
social studies. 


Although Knowledge and Understanding outcomes, Skills and Processes outcomes, and Values and Attitudes outcomes appear 
separately in this document, it is understood that they are intended to be interrelated. 


Knowledge and Understanding 


The Framework is intended to facilitate the development of breadth and depth of knowledge so that students may become informed 
participants in society, willing to engage in dialogue regarding local, Canadian, and global concerns. In the Framework, the General 
Learning Outcomes identify key social studies concepts under which Knowledge and Understanding outcomes are organized. Social 
Studies content is to be explored and understood by students in relation to their development needs, interests, and experiences. 


The development of knowledge and understanding is a dynamic process. This process engages students in the construction of meaning 
as they select, analyze, and synthesize information and ideas, both factual and conceptual. This information is drawn from the various 
social studies disciplines, including history, geography, law, economics, political science, anthropology, and sociology. Students 
organize, compare, and evaluate information and ideas, while considering the influence of diverse perspectives, times, and places. This 
development of knowledge and understanding forms the basis for personal identity and worldview, enables students to share ideas within 
a learning community, and provides an important foundation for citizenship. It also plays a significant role in guiding students' decisions 
and choices, by helping them to distinguish fact from opinion, and by enabling them to comprehend the realities of change and conflict. 
Through the process of deriving meaning from information, students come to examine, question, and understand the context of the world 
in which they live. Social studies knowledge and understanding helps students to broaden and evaluate their own worldviews, and to 
propose realistic and viable approaches to social problems.

Skills for Social Studies Inquiry 


In social studies inquiry, students use critical thinking, creative thinking, and metacognition to make decisions, solve problems, and 
devise forward thinking strategies. These skills involve establishing connections among concepts, using a variety of cognitive tools to 
support exploration and questioning, and generating and evaluating ideas. 


Critical thinking is the process of arriving at a reasoned judgement through the analysis and evaluation of claims, conclusions, 
definitions, evidence, ideas, beliefs, actions, and contexts. Throughout the process, students use criteria to make judgements about the 
past, present, and future. These criteria include distinguishing fact from opinion, considering the reliability and accuracy of information, 
and determining perspectives, bias, and the ethical consequences of decisions and actions. 


Creative thinking emphasizes divergent thinking. It establishes unique and diverse connections between ideas and produces novel and 
insightful approaches. Through creative thinking, students generate an inventory of possibilities, anticipate outcomes, and combine 
logical and intuitive thought. 


Metacognition involves critical self-awareness, conscious reflection, analysis, monitoring, and reinvention. Students assess the value of 


the inquiry strategies they have used, modify or select new strategies, and monitor the use of reinvented or new strategies in future 
learning situations. 


Information management skills enable students to gather and process data using diverse information sources, tools, and technologies. 
These skills include: 

- accessing and selecting ideas and information; 

- organizing and analyzing ideas and information; 

interpreting and evaluating ideas and information; 

synthesizing ideas and information; 

- using technological tools. 


Communication skills enable students to comprehend and express information, ideas, and opinions clearly and purposefully. These skills 


include the development of visual literacy, media literacy, and the use of information and communication technologies for sharing 
information and ideas. 


Social participation skills enable students to work cooperatively and collaboratively, using their talents, vision, and perspectives to 


contribute actively to the betterment of their communities. These outcomes include interpersonal and group skills, and focus on 
cooperation, conflict resolution, consensus-building, collaborative decision-making, and learning to deal with dissent and disagreement. 
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Environment An appreciation of the dependence of human beings upon nature, and a sense of respect and awe toward the natural environment are 
important values in social studies learning. An attitude of stewardship for the land implies the willingness to adapt one's personal 
lifestyle in order to contribute to the well-being of the environment. An awareness of the impact of human societies and activities on 
the environment empowers students to make decisions that reflect a concern for present and future quality of life. 


Citizenship An important component of social studies learning is the development of values and attitudes that foster active and responsible 


citizenship. This involves an appreciation of the importance and validity of democratic ideals, such as justice, fairness, freedom, and 
the willingness to speak out and take a stand against injustice. A commitment to democratic ideals includes an appreciation of the 
rights, privileges, and responsibilities of citizenship. This commitment implies a willingness to engage actively in the evolving 
discussions, negotiations, and debates regarding the nature of Canadian society.

General Learning Outcomes Kindergarten to Grade 12 


Students will demonstrate the knowledge and understanding, skills and processes, and valuce and attitudes that 
enable them to be committed to democratic ideals, respect differences, and practise active and responsible 
Cilizensnip as members of communities. 


Fundamental to social studies is the development of active and responsible democratic citizenship. Active and responsible citizenship 
includes an understanding of the relationship between rights and responsibilities, an understanding of governance, informed and critical 
social and political participation, and an awareness of one's capacity to effect social change. Citizenship involves the application of 
knowledge, skills, and values that enable individuals to live together in society. Key skills for citizenship include responsible and ethical 
decision-making, critical and creative thinking, conflict resolution, consensus-building, and cooperation. Also fundamental to citizenship 
is the ability to deal constructively with diversity and disagreement as essential components of democratic society. Active and 
responsible citizenship involves values and attitudes such as compassion for others, concer for collective well-being, respect for the 
dignity, equality and diversity of human beings, and a commitment to democratic ideals such as equality, freedom, justice, and fairness.

enable them to explore the dynamic relationships of people with places and environments. 


People exist in a dynamic relationship with the land. An understanding of human reliance and impact upon the natural environment and 
a consciousness of the limits of nature are important aspects of the study of this relationship. In part, this involves an understanding of 
the spatial and physical characteristics of the environment in relation to human life, cultures, and societies over time. This also involves 
the development of geographic skills, the organization and interpretation of spatial information, and informed decision-making regarding 
sustainability and stewardship. 


Students will demonstrate the knowledge and understanding, skills and processes, and values and attitudes that 
enable them to examine the relationships between people and events through time and to consider how ideas, 


relationships, events, and historical interpretations shape the present and influence the future. 


The exploration of history plays an important role in understanding the present, shaping the future, and cultivating an interest in and 
appreciation for the past. This GLO is intended to engage students in the investigation and interpretation of the chronological, social, 
cultural, economic, environmental, geographic, and political dimensions of history. An important focus is an understanding of Canadian 
and world history, and a consideration of contemporary issues in their historical context. Outcomes related to GLO 5 focus on the 
critical consideration of pivotal historic and current issues, including controversial issues, from diverse perspectives. This involves the 
examination of parallel accounts of events, including oral histories, personal stories, and social histories. Important historical concepts 
include past and present, continuity and change, progress and decline, and the dynamic interrelationships of people, societies, events, 
and ideas. Related skills and processes include historical inquiry, the construction of historical knowledge and understanding, 
chronological thinking, research, interpretation and use of evidence, and the development of historical empathy.

Economic interdependence plays an important role in shaping human societies. A central focus of this GLO is the critical consideration 
of the effects of economic systems, emerging technologies, and economic globalization on individuals and societies. Outcomes will 
engage students in inquiry related to commercial, industrial, and technological development past and present, the economic factors 
governing interactions between people and the land, and the impact of resource management and technologies on quality of life. 
Outcomes will also focus on questions related to economic disparities, international aid, international development, and the 
interdependence of local, national, and global economic issues. 
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Content Theme: Being Together 


Kindergarten students will focus on learning who they are in the context of being together with others in their world. They will be encouraged to develop and express an awareness of their unique self- 
identities, and to learn about the identities of others. Students will explore their own and others' roles and responsibilities and will develop an understanding of relationships. Through opportunities to 
explore their local environment as a part of Canada and the larger global community, they will develop the capacity to see themselves within the context of an interconnected world. As they acquire 
meaningful knowledge about themselves and others, they will be able to develop thoughtfulness and sensitivity toward others and the land on which they live. 


Learning to appreciate and care for others is a central value in Kindergarten. Focus skills include sharing and fair play. Students will be encouraged to share their personal, family, and cultural stories in 
order to develop knowledge of themselves and of their relationships with others.

Grade 1 students will explore the meaning of their roles as citizens as they examine belonging and connecting within families and schools, building relationships with others, and interacting within 
groups and communities. Students will be encouraged to make meaningful choices and to become aware of the consequences and rewards of their decisions. They will consider how they can 
personally contribute to the growth and well-being of the groups to which they belong. 


Developing the ability to understand the needs and wants of others in the context of the diversity of their communities is a central focus in Grade 1. Students will also focus on understanding the 


various factors that bring people together in groups. Key values and attitudes include demonstrating an ethic of care and concern for other people as well as for the natural environment. Students. will 
apply skills that enable them to reflect upon, actively practise, and evaluate their roles as contributing members of their communities.

relationships with the Canadian territory and diverse cultural approaches to survival. They will consider the effects of intercultural contact as they explore the movement of peoples in the Canadian 
context. Students will be introduced to regional and cultural perspectives regarding pivotal events in early Canadian history. 


Key values to be developed through this inquiry are an awareness of diverse perspectives regarding historical events, historical empathy, and an appreciation of the richness of different stories and 
ways Of life. Focus skills and processes in Grade 5 include historical research, mapwork, and chronological thinking.

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Content Theme: Connections to the Past 


Grade 8 students will focus on the worldviews and diverse perspectives of societies of the past, and will explore connections between past and present ways of life. They will reflect upon beliefs and 
values, considering how worldviews are shaped and how they influence life and societies. They will explore the influence of the physical environment on societies, as they examine the tools and 
technologies created by societies to help them meet their wants and needs. Students will also consider the images, art, and literature of societies as the outward expression of beliefs and values of 


people living in different times and places. They will examine the impact of intercultural contact on societies and consider how this contact creates change. Examples will be drawn from Ancient 
Greece, Ancient China, Renaissance Europe, and one or more of Aztec, Mayan, or Canadian indigenous groups. 


Key values and attitudes to be developed in Grade 8 are historical empathy, and an appreciation of the worldviews of societies of the past. Focus skills and processes include the interpretation and 
evaluation of historical evidence, metacognition, and critical thinking in the context of diverse historical and cultural perspectives.

Grade 9 students will focus on the opportunities and challenges at the core of Canada’s contemporary plurality. They will begin with an overview of Canada today, including its demographics, 
geography, and political organization. They will examine the evolving stories of interaction among the people of Canada, and the influence of the land on the development of Canada. They will explore 
the historical and contemporary complexities of citizenship and identity, considering the challenges and opportunities that emerge when groups with differing identities and perspectives interact with 
one another. Contemporary Canadian questions and issues will be examined within the global context. Students will be given opportunities to explore how they may become involved in Canadian 
issues. Through this inquiry, they will be able to become informed decision-makers actively involved in their local, national, and global communities. 


Important values and attitudes to be developed in Grade 9 include a commitment to democratic values, a willingness to take appropriate and ethical social action, and an appreciation of cultural 
diversity. Focus skills include critical thinking, informed decision-making, consensus-building, and skills related to negotiation in the exercise of active and responsible citizenship.
